Mectaring that Fred E. Alford, 
_ Manager, of 
t is responsible for his be- 
ing indicted on ai conspiracy 
icharge in the $30,000 fraud, John 
‘B, Huling, a Los Angeles business 
man, yesterday said he had noth- 
ing to fear if Alford testifies in 
the Huling trial, opening March 
17. 
'- “It would be very gratifying to 
me if Mr. Alford appears in this 
‘ease and tells the truth,” said Mr. 
-Huling, “but should he _ testify 
falsely, as was proven he did in 
his own trial, I feel it would be 
“very embarrassing for him and 
also very humiliating for the prose 
ecution to vouch for his testi- 
mony.” 
Huling Explains Break Last Year 

Mr. Huling yesterday, for the 
‘first time, explained the “break” 
vetween himself and Alford dur- 
‘ing Alford’s trial in the courts 
‘last summer, when he offered to 
‘turn state’s evidence against the 
“accused city manager.

HERE is nothing in the wide world any more interesting 
than a study of humanity. Just to watch the various 
types as they pass by or to closely observe friends and 
acquaintances in their more intimate moments in the 

home, is a lesson that is filed to the brim with good, informa- 
tive information. 

Just a few days ago it happened to be my luck to visit im 
a home in which there was a young daughter—probably sixteen 
years of age. She was not especially good looking but she 


many people have. Ter mother, a very hard-working woman 
was doing the housework... Her hands were rough and red, her 
face showed lines that come only with hard work and worry. 
And the daughter, was she helping with the work? Not by a 
jug full! She was sitting on a couch toying with a nail file 
and pretending to read. In other words, she was killing time. 
Her hands were soft and white and she assumed that passive, 
indifferent attitude that almost sereamed her dislike for any- 
thing so common as work, 

At first there was a feeling of righteous indignation rising 
within me at the thought that any girl would so far forget her 
love for her mother that she would allow her to work and 
drudge while she sat around and read. And then the thought 
came to me ‘‘whose fault is it?’’ The girl is only sixteen years 
old now. She must have been in this habit for several years 
in order to have her role down as pat as she has, so who 
allowed her to start it? 

Why, the mother, of course. Just as long as mothers will 
sacrifice themselves, do the menial work for the whole family, 
and act as scullery maid without the least protest just. that 
long they will have to do it. The children who are taught to 
work for their parents at home, who are given certain portions 
of the housework as their own responsibility grow up to have 
a much greater respect for their parents than the children who 
look upon their father as their meal ticket and their mother 
as the drudge. 

One glimpse about the families in which children are being 
reared will show this fact to be true. In order to inspire love 
in the hearts of the children it is necessary for parents to 
keep in good trim, to look their best at all times, thereby 
creating a pride in the hearts of their children which will en- 
dear them to their elders. Children are very susceptible to the 
opinions of outsiders and when they know that their parents 
are shining lights among the parents of their boy and girl 
friends they are naturally going to be proud to own them, 

Parents cannot keep themselves in this spick and span 
condition unless they are given assistance in their every-day 
duties and there is no mare logical team-work than to enlist 
the help of the youngsters. This also promotes a feeling of 
comradeship that is altogether satisfying. 

In such instances as the one above the parents do not 
realize that they are making perfect fools of their children. 
That girl probably would not know how to boil an egg and yet 
her whole aim in life is no doubt to land some unwary youth. 
‘“Unwary’’ is right for surely no young fellow on a moderate 
salary would ever consider a girl of that caliber as a wife if 
he ever expects to save anything, that would eventually mean 
a little home-nest.

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Why So Slow to Recognize Russia? 

ESPITE the inspired opposition of our State Department, 

the United States cannot much longer delay the official 

recognition of Russia. 

It is announced froém London that the new Labor Gov- 
ernment will institute full diplomatie relations with Soviet 
Russia. A prospective British ambassador to Russia has al- 
ready been selected. 

Italy, it is announced, will also recognize the Soviet Govern- 
ment without’ delay. 

It is a matter for regret that our own just appraisal of 
the situation has not, long before this, determined renewal of 
relationship between the United States and Russia. As it is, 
the example of Great Britain is certainly a safe one to follow. 
We may be sure that no exuberant ideality dictates British 
recognition of the Soviet Republic. Not even chivalrous sym- 
pathy between a Labor Government and the Russian prole- 
tariat is responsible for this move. 

Only enlightened self-interest prompts British international 
poliey—or, for that matter, any other nation’s foreign policy. 
Indeed, that is the only safe basis for relationship among the 
nations—and not the misguided sentimentalism of some Amer- 
icans who would make us the selfless missionary among the 
nations. 

When Great Britain reeognizes Russia, it that 
Britain wants and expects increased trade and corresponding 
improvement of her own economic condition. The same argu- 
met holds for our similar action. When Great Britain reeog- 
nizes Russia, it means her acceptance of the stability of a 
government that has been able for more than six years to 
maintain itself against internal foes and against all manner of 
unsympathy and open, active enmity from most of the power- 
ful nations of the earth. |

The Adjusted Compensation Bill 
now before Congress embodies 
the following provisions: 

Adjusted Service Pay—This, 
the only cash feature provided 
for in the Adjusted Compensation 
Bill, is payable only to men whose 
adjusted service credit, after de- 
ducting the $60 discharge bonus, 
comes to $50 or less. Roughly, it 
affects only men who served less 
than four months. (This provi- 
sion must be accepted by veter- 
ans who are not entitled to more 
than $650.)

Co-operative Apartment 
Is Receiving Much Favor 





‘“Own- Your-Own’’ Slogan Brings Satisfaction to Tenants 





The own-your-own apartment idea, hybrid of the satisfactions of home ownership and the con- 
venience of apartment living, has come to have a recognized place in the financing of home provisions 
for the people of American cities, 


So active a factor in the construction of new housing has the tenant-owned apartment building 
become that a special section is now being organized within the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards for the development of the best practices nationally in the organization financing, sale and oper- 
ation of co-operatively owned apartment buildings. The section is being organized as a part of the 
Mortgage and Finance Division of the Association. 


Albert W. Swayne of Chicago, will be chairman of the newly formed section. 


The setting up of standards in regard to the plan of home-unit ownership for apartment dwellers 
that will give the builder and buyer of a co-operative apartment the benefit of the test of time on co- 
operative enterprises nationally will be the purpose of the coming section. A survey of co-operatively 
owned apartment buildings now in the United States will be undertaken at once to give a complete 
foundation for the findings of the association as to the most satisfactory ways .of utilizing the co- 
operative plan in apartment house construction. 


For the family who finds in the ownership of an apartment unit a promising compromise between 
the advantages of a privately owned single house and an ordinary rented apartment, the association 
will study to find what in the experience of realtors everywhere has been the most workable form of 
incorporation for a co-operative apartment enterprise, the best form of lease, the necessities to be pro- 
vided for in a budget for the director’s accounts, and other details concerned with the most satisfactory 
operation of the building. 


Financing plans for co-operative ownership in the apartment field will be a central subject of 
the association’s study.

PORTMANTEAU STAGE !S 
MARVEL OF SIMPLICITY 





“The Theatre That Comes to 
You,” is the name given to Stuart 
Walker’s Portmanteau Theatre, 
which will be seen at the Po- 
mona High School, Monday, Feb. 
25th, 8 p.m. 

The Portmanteau, so-called be- 
cause the entire stage and prop- 
erties are transported, is a com- 
plete theatrical stage. It occu- 
pies a space 16 feet high, 18 feet 
deep, and 22 feet wide. 

The gridiron, from which the 


scenery is suspended, is a _ re- 
markable contrivance, light and 
flexible, but to all appearances 


quite free of any danger of break- 
ing. A cloth cyclorama is hung 
on a semi-circular iron shaft, and 
is used for the background in out- 
of-door scenes, as’ in the best 
European theatres. There is an 
oblong forestage or “apron,” in 
front of the proscenium and be- 
tween two side entrance doorways, 
and here, in chummy nearness to 
the audience, Mr. Walker has 
whole scenes of his plays acted. 
The wings are ample for storing 
of properties between scenes and 
for the sojourn of actors awaiting 
their cues. Some of the frame 
work of the stage is constructed 
of the actual boxes in which the 
rest is stored and shipped. 

Mr. Walker uses this stage with 
a keen sense of the beautiful. 
If he chose he could mount an 
ordinary realistic play in the real- 
istic manner—the equipment will 
well lend itself to that. But in
